DO YOU KNOW? 


THAT the delegation to the Peace Conference. 
stopping at the Park Hotel in San Francisco, 
was asked on their arrival. just as a mat- 
ter of routine, if’ there was anything they es- 
pecially wanted to have, “Why yes. you can 
do me an awfully big favor.” said Mr. Fnan 
Senanayake of Ceylon, “I would be deucedly 
obliged, old man, if I could get a copy of Me- 
Call's Needlework Catalogue.” This from the 
San Francisco News. It goes without saying 
that Mr. Senanayake received his copy of the 
catalogue. 


THAT the famous quilt design called Grand- 
mother’s Flower Garden was in use about 140 
years ago. A lovely one dated 1814 is shown at 
the State Museum at Harrisburg, Pennsylvania. 
It was made by Catherine Kapp, with light 
figured material and very dark figured material. 
The flowers were put together in this way: cen- 
ter light, next row dark, next row light, outer 
row dark. The background of the entire quilt 
highlighting the flowers was white. 


THAT as.our early American colonies grew and 
prospered in the second half of the 17th century, 
inventories of the colonists’ possessions indicated 
that a large proportion of the total wealth of an 
estate was formed by textiles. The records 
abound with references to “wrought” and to 
“needleworked” chairs and cushions, carpets, 
cupboard cloths and hangings. One set of such 
hangings, now in possession of the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art in New York is of white twill 
cotton embroidered with red wool in outline, 
blanket and seed stitches. Dogs, squirrels, stags 
pierced with arrows. and birds. alternate with 
sprigs of flowers in a close repeat of four. Many 
motifs for embroidery of this kind were adapted 
originally from natural bistory and botany 
books, and from the emblem books characteristi 
of the period. 


THAT the old “breeches” Bible is so known be- 
cause in éach edition. the word used in Genesis 
III. 7, which in the other versions is translated 
“apron”, had the translation as “breeches” in 
this Bible. Thisvis the verse that refers to Adam 
and Eve and it usually reads: “And they sewed 
fig leaves together and made themselves aprons.” 
In the “breeches” Bible, it reads: “And they 
sewed fig leaves together and made themselves 
breeches.” 


THAT mud daubers instinctively seek for their 
wasp nests the same type of good fing clay that 
potters seek, “Firing the nest shows the types of 
clay that have gone into them,” says Douglas 
Ferguson of The Pigeon Forge Pottery, who ex- 
hibited some of the attractive pottery at the 
Asheville Fair, Asheville, N. C. 


THAT Henry Thoreau wrote about the highest 
of arts: “It is something to be able to paint a 
particular picture. or to carve a statue, and so to 
make a few objects beautiful; but it is far more 
glorious to carve and paint the very atmosphere 
and medium through which we look .. . To 
affect the quality of the day—that is the highest 
of arts.” 


THAT light should be diffused over the area in 
which you work and there should be no glare. 
Glare can come from light shining directly into 
your eyes or be reflected from a shiny surface.

QUILTS AND QUILTING—Everyone “Ohs’ and 
“Ahs’’ at the beauties in appliqué or patchwork 
displayed at the State Fairs and Exhibits. This year 
at the Ohio State Fair the “Best of Show” quilt was 
by Mrs. Effie Van Meter. Favorites for a long time, 
the Dresden Plate and Wedding Ring quilts are 
still showing up in the exhibits of.today. One al- 
ways sees, too, the Fan quilt and the great Morn- 
ing Star, as well as the newer quilt designs. . . . 
I hear that most of today’s quilt makers have the 
quilting done by church groups or other individ- 
uals. One church group well known in Pennsylvania 
has about twelve members who meet once or twice 
a week for group work on the quilt in the frame. 
They keep two frames going and complete about 
twelve quilts a year. Spreads are all marked for 
quilting by one woman who specializes in this work. 
A quilter of Long Island, New York, writes me that 
she charges from about $15.00 to $50.00 for 
the quilting, according to the work involved. (I'd be 
glad to hear from other quilters, by the way.) 
Leta Carroll of the Leta Mae Shop, Poultney, Ver- 
mont, said that customers in that part of the coun- 
try feel that nothing takes the place of a handsome 
patchwork spread for an antique American bed. 


SMOCKING as an art will undoubtedly live and 
flourish for a long time to come because it is so 
well established as a means of easy fit and charm- 
ing appearance for children’s best dresses. The 
Canadians do beautiful fine work, freehand, on 
top of gathered pleats, called English smocking: 
In this issue we are showing some charming de- 
signs in English smocking done by Mrs. Chella 
Thornton, of Montreal, Canada. 


WOVEN SKIRTS—No need to go to Guatemala 
for gaily banded hand-woven peasant skirts! The 
dirndl skirts now being made in this country seem 
to be one of the most practical and charming 
modern ways to use handweaving, and | particu- 
larly like those made of cotton in the Southern 
Highlands. | have seen some handsome ones, too, 
made in all linen or all wool—these sometimes on 
a cotton warp. There is often a wide border near 
the hem in one contrasting color, or several narrow 
borders in different colors. Skirts are popular in 
pastel effects but are handsome, too, with a dark 
or black background. Finished skirts sell from 
around $12.00 to $19.00 each. A matching stole 
is often used. Mrs. Mattson of the Penland School, 
a weaver with a fine sense of how to combine 
colors, has woven some lovely skirts for this issue.

Anyone 
who visits Penland will remember Miss Lucy‘s Afri- 
can violets in her sunny living-room windows, 
which seem to blossom with a will in a united 
effort to overcome visitors with their velvety soft- 
hued beauty. 


METALLIC THREADS, | notice, are being much 
used in a discreet manner and with new effective- 
ness in weaving, crochet, and knitting. I’ve been 
shown some lovely things for wearing apparel and 
for household use, in which the shining threads are 
used with various yarns—wool, chenille, linen, ray- 
on, cotton, or straw. 

IN HANDICRAFTS at the Summer Fairs | visited, 
there were delightful pieces here and there, note- 
worthy for beauty of line, color, texture, work- 
manship, and originality. Without doubt the Hand- 
craft Guilds are doing fine work in helping arrange 
for better and better study courses, providing 
market research, offering inspiration toward orig- 
inality, and appreciation of fine workmanship . . 
At the Asheville Fair the native crafts were well to 
the fore. “Whittlin” was beautifully and quaintly 
represented, as was weaving in some fine old de- 
signs in ‘‘Kiverlets’’, and slip ware pottery in native 
clay. Articles well styled for modern use were 
very plentiful . . . . At Hershey, Pennsylvania, the 
fine craft work shown included, among others, 
some beautiful pieces by well-known craftsmen in 
wood-working, pottery, painted tin, weaving, metal 
work in silver, block-printed fabrics, etc., and in- 
teresting demonstrations were given of craftsmen 
at work . ... . At Arlington, Vermont, there were 
well knitted ski sweaters, Fair Isle, Norwegian type 
(some of the designs taken from former issues of 
this magazine), excellent stenciling on country tin, 
and a good display of hooked rugs . . . . At the

Helen Larzelere, in charge of the Women’s Hand- 
work Exhibit, said that great care is used in han- 
dling the entries so that women are pleased at the 
fine condition in which their handwork pieces are 
returned to them, 


STRICTLY MODERN furnishings might look a bit 
more inviting to some people if a few pieces of 
needlepoint were added. These in modern design, 
will often fit in the room scheme and add a soft- 
ening effect that is pleasant. Among others there 
are several gay, colorful pillows designed for 
needlepoint work by Vertes which would be at- 
tractive in a modern apartment for young-marrieds. 


A KNITTED MUST! It’s a sweater idea for little 
girls. | agree with the designer that it’s one of the 
nicest child fashions she has created—it's a cardi- 
gan.

CROCHETING tops other entries in the State Fairs. 
At Syracuse, N. Y., Columbus, Ohio, and Trenton, 
N. J., there were some lovely examples of this pop- 
ular lace-making. | particularly admired a beautiful 
piece of new work done by Mrs. Fred Rogers of 
Columbus, winner of many awards. She told me 
the 14-inch square was done with No. 200 cotton. 
Mrs. Rogers spent five to seven hours a day for 
nine weeks on this piece—a lot of time, but any- 
thing less than perfection does not satisfy her. All 
her crochet work is done, by the way, while sitting 
by her handicapped son as he does his own good 
work on magazine subscriptions.

FOR SEQUIN CROCHET 


To Thread Sequins: First string the 
sequins on the crochet thread suggested in 
ections, using an embroidery needle the 
right size to accommodate both sequins and 
thread, As there is a right and wrong side 
to most sequins, he sure to have the right 
side facing you as you pick up each sequin. 
Or, if using sequins already strung, slide 
them on your needle with the right side 
going on first. Thread end of cotton in 
needle, Have the sewing needle 12 or 15 
inches from the end of the cotton and do 
not push the sequins past the double thread 
until they have been measured. A shallow 
box may be.used as a tray for picking up 
and threading the sequins, A piece of white 
cloth draped loosely in the bottom of the 
box, and held in place with the lid placed 
underneath bottom of box, will be helpful. 
When using multicolored sequins, pour 
only a small quantity at a time in the tray 
to mix the colors evenl: 

To Measure Sequins: Almost all flat 
sequins when pushed together measure ap- 
proximately 120 sequins to the inch, Mea- 
suring sequins this way eliminates count- 
ing them. 

Sequin Crochet Stitch: First thread 
the correct number of sequins on the cro- 
chet cotton for the article you are making. 
Slide the sequins out of your way on the 
crochet thread and work as follows:

Make a tight chain the required length, 

Row I: 1s ¢ in 3rd ch from hook, 1 s ¢ 
in each of remaining sts of ch, Ch 3, turn, 
(Turning work from left to right makes a 
neater edge.)

ing with S dc (without sequins), Ch 1, 


Sc in top of second dc of 
sequin row, 1s c in each of remaining dc 
of row, ending with a sc in the turning 
ch-3 of sequin row. Ch 3, turn, Repeat rows 
2 and 3 alternately for the required number 
of rows. 

Note: Before starting work, we suggest 
that you make a sample to become familiar 
with the stitch. A piece 5 sequins wide and 
5 rows deep should be sufficient. To do 
this, make a tight ch of 18 sts and work as 
described above. 

The general idea of the stitch is that each 
sequin requires three sts (one sequin st and 
two plain sts). Thus, if you want to make 
a piece 5 sequins wide, you require 15 sts, 
plus 1, in row 1.

VIOLET CORSAGE AND BUTTONS 
(Shown at left) 


Materials: 1 ball Ivy Green Floralsheen, 
1 ball Purple (color 32) Knit-Cro-Sheen. 50 
purple flat metallic sequins (100 if 2 but- 
tons are included); 10 gold sequins (20 if 
2 buttons are included); 27 green flat 
metallic sequins (45 if 2 buttons are in- 
cluded). No. 9 steel crochet hook. One but- 
ton, 1%” or 2” in diameter, for large cor- 
sage and 2 smaller buttons, 1%” in diam- 
eter, for buttons or smaller corsages. 

To start work, string the purple sequins 
on the purple thread, green sequins on the 
green thread. When stringing sequins, al- 
ways have the right side facing you as you 
pick up each sequin, 

Violets: With purple thread, push se- 
quins ahead, leaving about 4” of thread, 
ch 5, sl st in first ch-1 to form a ring, Ch 4, 

Petals: 1 sequin tr in outside Ip of next 
ch (for sequin tr, thread over hook oncé 
push a sequin against hook, throw s 
and thread over the hook, insert hook in 
work and pull thread through, now take Ips 
off, 2 at a time, behind sequin), 1 plain tr 
in outside Ip of next ch, ch 4, sl st in same 
ch of center ring (petal), * ch 4, sequin tr 
in same ch of center ring, tr in outside Ip 
of next ch, ch 4, sl st in same st, repeat 
from * around, making 5 petals in all. 
Break cotton about 5” from work and 
thread in a sewing needle, pull thread to 
the right side through center of flower and 
sew on gold sequin, Secure thread on back, 
leaving the end free to sew flower to posi- 
tion later. Make 10 violets for’ large cor- 
sage, 5 for each button or smaller corsage. 

Leaves: With green, ch 6, sl st in first 
ch to form a ring. Ch 1. 

Rnd 1: Make 2 s c in outside Ip of each 
ch st (12 sc), leaving 1 ch free for split 
in leaf. Ch 4, turn, 

Rnd 2: 1 tr in first s ¢ (through both 
Ips), 1 sequin tr in same st, * 2 plain tr in 
next st, 1 sequin tr in next st, 1 plain tr in 
same st, 1 plain tr in next st, 1 sequin tr 
in same st, repeat from * around, ending 
2 plain tr, ch-3 and sl st in same st with 
last sequin tr (8 sequins). Break thread, 
leaving about 4”, Thread in needle, pull 
thread through the center to right side and 
sew a green sequin in center of leaf. Fasten 
off on wrong side, leaving the thread free 
for sewing leaf to position later. Make three 
leaves for large corsage, 1 leaf for each 
button or smaller corsage. 

Foundation for Corsage or Button: 
If the button selected is flat, pad the top 
with cotton or felt to give a rounded effect. 
Then make a cover for button as follows: 
With green, ch 6, join with a sl st to form 
aring, Ch 1. 

Rnd 1: 2 s ¢ in each st of ch, picking 
i back Ip of each st, 

Rnd 2: * 2 dc in next s c, 1 dec in 
next $ ¢, repeat from ®* around. Continue 
working round and round in d c, increasing 
in each rnd where necessary to keep work 
flat, until piece fits the top of button. Then 
work 1 rnd in s ¢, taking up back Ip of st 
only. Place work on button and work round 
and round in s ¢, decreasing to hold work 
in to fit snugly over button. End work with 
asl st through both Ips of the st. Fasten off, 
leaving an end about 8” long, thread end of 
cotton in a needle and run thread through 
last row of crochet, draw up to hold work 
tight. Fasten off. 

‘To Assemble Large Corsage: Space 
three leaves on foundation and sew to posi- 
tion. Then sew ten flowers to position so 
they cover the foundation, as illustrated. 

Stems: Make 7 chains, varying in length 
from 1” to 1%", and sew to lower edge of 
corsage, as illustrated, Attach a pin to back, 
by sewing it to position or cementing it 
with nail polish. 

Assemble flowers and leaves for buttons 
in same manner, omitting the stems.

Editor’s Note: Mrs. Thornton heads 
the smocking classes held for 

the benefit of the Women’s Guild of 
Christ Church Cathedral, Montreal. 
She is author of The Chella 

Thornton Smocking Book, Whitcombe 
& Gilmour, Limited, Montreal. 
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13 rows of smocking dots, The triangles are done indi- 
vidually in Double Cable by turning work around and 
working back and forth, matching stitches to those of 
preceding row. At ech turn skip first pleat until point of 
triangle is formed. Begin this design on center gathering 
line and work above, then below, this line. On upper side 
of line 7, begin with thread below needle, work a row of 
cable. Directly beneath this row, work another row of 


cable in reverse. Tricngles are worked above and below 
these 2 rows to form diamonds. Each triangle takes 12 
pleats. 


Points of diamonds must fouch fifth and ninth 
1g lines respectively. One row of wave stitch, 
worked between fifth and fourth gathering lines above, and 
ninth and tenth lines below, frame the diamonds. On line 2 
begin with thread below needle, work a row of single 
cable, then a row in reverse beneath it. Work triangles on 
the 12 pleats between points of wave stitch. Repeat in 
reverse below diamonds. 1st and 13th lines, cable stitch.

JN needlework circles smocking has again 
come into its own, It is an old craft 
dating back several centuries and is one of 
the few which has retained the simplicity 
and form of its originators. The stitches are 
the same now as then, and some of the most 
beautiful designs seen today are copies of 
those of the past. 

Smocking is fun: it is relaxing, and so 
simple that anyone capable of threading a 
needle can, with little practice, produce 
hand-smocked dresses, which, in this ma- 
chine age, are outstanding. Smocked dresses 
embroidered on a good quality of broad- 
cloth or chambray will launder easily, and 
when outgrown will be most gratefully re- 
ceived and appreciated when passed on to 
other little gi 

Smocking, as it has heen done by genera- 
tions of needlewomen in England, is increas- 
ingly popular in Canada, It is used not only 
on children’s dresses, but on sunsuits, bon- 
nets, coats and nightgowns. For adults, it is 
used on smocks, blouses, bed jackets, lin- 

erie. 

‘The designs shown on this page are done 
in English smocking and are decidely ad- 
vanced, It is strongly suggested that experi- 
ence be gained by first working out the 
simple combinations on the opposite page, 
following the directions in McCall's Pattern 
No. 1675 for English smocking. 

English smocking is based on a back- 
ground of accordion-like pleats upon which 
the design is worked, These pleats are 
formed by gathering straight rows of smock- 
ing dots on the wrong side of the material. 
McCall’s pattern No. 1675 gives instructions 
in detail for this type of smocking (see 
opposite page). 

All smocking is founded on the same 
basic stitches—Cable, Wave, and Outline 
stitches, You will find English smocking 
easy to learn, The resulting superior quality 
of elastic smocking, which retains its ini- 
tial shape indefinitely, warrants the time 
expended in smocking by this method, The 
stitches are the same as in basic smocking : 
it is only the preparation which is differ- 


ent. 

Illustrated designs are best for the no 
but the real fascination lies in making up 
your own arrangements of stitches, and in 
choosing really effective and unusual colors, 
On deep dress fronts, it is best to smock the 
center motif first and then work above and 
below it; the spacing then is bound to be 
even, 

Cotton or silk broadcloth, about 36 inches 
wide, is generally accepted as the best fab- 
ric for smock The entire width is put 
into the dress, Six strands of embroidery 
cotton in your needle give a rich effect, but 
for finer smocking, use four strands. A dress 
front covered with stitches crammed to- 
gether will not expand to fit its yoke. It is 
advisable to practice on a small piece of ma- 
terial, prepared for smocking as instructed 
to determine the correct tension of 
smocking stitches. 
pe of needlework is of particular 
older women who, relieved of the 
ies of a young family, take 
pleasure in sewing for their grandchildren. 

Smocking, besides serving as an interest, 
can also be remunerative. Many people are 
willing to pay well for these lovely dresses 
and the housewife can earn a bit for herself 
by making them in her spare time. 

There is, too, the social angle to be con- 
sidered. Smocking as a common interest 
brings women together. One of our pupils 
took her sampler of different designs to Eu- 
rope last summer, and on the ship, in the 
trains, wherever she worked on it, people 
gathered around her in admiration, 

But why the revival of this ancient form 
of needlework? The most obvious answer is 
that smocking as an art has practical appli- 
cation in these most practical times, An- 
other answer lies in our way of life. We are 
living at too great a pace and must, at some 
point, slow down or crack. Smocking for 
some relieves tension. The interest and ex- 
citement of planning a design is a release 
and a challenge to the creative instinct. 

The usefulness and beauty of a well-made 
smock is a heritage from the past. Our 
modern age has proved the complete effi- 
cacy of smocking as occupational therapy, 
so this ancient art has linked past to pres: 
ent. Let us then link present to future and 
take to our smocking. 
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Learn to do English smocking by the simplified method in McCall's Transfer 
Pattern No. 1675. English smocking is deep-pleated, very elastic, and uniform 
in appearance, The stitches are the same as basic smocking; only the prepara- 
tion is different. You stamp straight rows of smocking dots on the wrong side 
of the material, put in gathering threads along the rows of dots, then pull them 
up 2% tinies in fulness. Now, turn material to right side, and begin to smock 
on top of the pleats, using the gathering lines as your guide to keep the smock- 
ing rows A variety of smocking designs may be made from this pattern— 
for chil jresses, for your own things (note apron below). Pattern includes 
two sheets of smocking dots, 91 ins. wide, 3 yds. long. One sheet is yellow, 
one blue, making a total of 6 yds. Complete leaflet directions and diagrams

‘o make ye tassels: Wrap black cot- 
ton 8 times around 1” square of cardboard. 
With sewing thread, fasten strands together 
at one edge, clip loops at other. Fold tassel 
to form head, insert a needle with black em- 
broidery thread in center of head. Wrap 
thread 3 or 4 times around head. Insert 
needle into head and out through top. Pull 
tight, leaving Ye" loop of thread, insert nee- 
dle again through top and tie a knot in 
center. Cut off thread. Make 8 tassels.

Belt: With No. 2 straight needles, cast 
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on 8 sts. Work even in stockinette st for 
desired length.

Finishing: Sew underarm, shoulder and 
sleeve seams. Set in sleeves. Hem lower 
edge of sleeves. Work 3 rows s c around 
top and 2 rows s c around lower edge of 
skirt, Work 1 row s c on front and lower 
edge of waist. Sew ends of collar. Sew 
collar to neck. Overlap fronts and sew waist 
to skirt. Block, Face fronts with grosgrain 
ribbon, Finish buttonholes. Sew on buttons. 
Block helt, Face belt with grosgrain ribbon, 
forming point at one end. Cover buckle 
with s c. Sew to straight end of belt. Make 
a beading on inside of waistline.

ROM a north-country English village 
comes this exquisite “Mimosa” doily of 
filmy knitted Viennese lace, It is the work 
of Marianne, a talented désigner-knitter, 
who came to England from her home in 
Czechoslovakia during World War II. 
English needlewomen were greatly int 
ested in the heirloom handicraft of knitting 
gossamer Viennese lace at which Marianne 
excelled. With her fine workmanship and 
knowledge of domestic science, Marianne 
found a teaching position in a Newe 
school. At Christmas time she would knit 
tray cloths and other fine pieces of delicate 
cotton lace for her friends and colleagues. 
She drew sketches and typed out full knit- 
ting instructions with her gifts. Next term, 
these gifts were proudly exhibited by the 
teachers and very soon Marianne found 
that her instructions and fine work were 
eagerly sought after by English knitters, 
She put out new designs and in her 
three-room apartment set up a ature 
es house and office for leaflets of 
nitting instructions, Within two years her 
teacher-husband had become her partner 
and taken over the business end of the ven- 
ture which had become too large for her 
to handle alone. In this way Marianne was 
able to concentrate more fully on designing 
her lovely Viennese laces. She also added 
tating to her publishing experiments when 
she found that English needlewomen were 
returning to this old-time craft,

Materials: Minerva Fingering Yarn, 7

needles No. 3: set of “Boye” 7” dp needles 
No. 3 (standard). English size, 10. “Boye” 
steel crochet hook No. 2. “Boye” tapestry 
needle. 1 spool elastic thread, 3 small but- 
tons, 1 belt buckle. 

Gauge: 8 sts=1" (stockinette st). 

SLIPOVER: Back: With 10” needles, 
cast on 70 (74) sts. Work in ribbing of k 1, 
1 for 2%”. P 1 row (wrong side), in- 
reasing 1 st in first and in every 4th st 
ctoss row, For size 4 only, inc 1 st in last 
siz_89 (93) sts on needle. 

Now work in pattern st as follows: 

Row 1: * K 1, p 1, repeat from * across, 
ending k 1. Row 2: Purl. 

Row 3: * P 1, k 1, repeat from’* across, 
ending p 1. Row 4: Purl. Repeat these 4 
rows for pattern. 

Work until piece measures 9” (10"). 

Shape Armholes: Bind off 4 sts at beg of 
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each of next 2 rows, then bind off 3 sts on 
next 2 rows, then 2 sts on next 2 rows; 71 
(75) sts. Continue in pat until work meas- 
ures 10” (11”") from start, ending on a p 
row. 

Next réw: Dec 10 sts across as follows: 
* K 5, k 2 tog, repeat from * across, end- 
ing k 1 (5). K 1 row on wrong side to form 
p ridge on right side, then work in stoc! 
nette st for 3" (3%"). 

Shape Shoulders: Bind off.6 (7) sts at 
beg of each of next 6 rows, then bind off 
remaining sts for back of neck. 

Front: Work same as back to stocki- 
nette st yoke. Divide sts for front opening, 
decreasing 1 st at center. Work each side 
separately for 2” (2%4"). 

Shape Neck: Bind off 6 (5) sts at front 
edge, then 2 sts every other row 3 times. 
Work until armhole is same as at back. 

Shape Shoulders: Bind off 6 (7) sts at 
armhole edge every other row 3 times. 

Sleeves: Cast on 45 (51) sts. Work in 
pat st for 1”, then work in stockinette st, 
in jing 1 st each side every 6th row 11 
2) times: 67 (75) sts. Work until sleeve 
measures 9%” (11") from start, or desired 
length to underarm. 

Shape Cap: Bind off 4 sts at beg of each 
of next 2 rows, then dec 1 st each side every 
other row 12 times, then bind off 2 sts at 
beg of each row 8 times. Bind off remain- 
ing sts. 

Collar: Cast on 65 (67) sts. K 3 sts 
each side in garter st for border, and work 
remaining sts in pat st, increasing 1 st in 
4th st from edge at beg of each row 16 
times. Then dec by knitting the 4th and 
Sth sts tog at beg of each row 10 times. K 
5 rows in garter st for border. Bind off. 

To Embroider: Using a strand of one 
contrasting color and tapestry needle, draw 
yarn through p sts in diagonal line in one 
direction, skipping 3 p sts between lines. 
With second color, work in opposite direc- 
tion in same manner. Work in this manner 
‘on pattern st of back, front, collar and cuffs. 

Finish'ng: Sew shoulder seams, sew 
sleeves in place. Sew underarm and sleeve 
seams, Sew collar to neck edge. Work 1 row 
of sc at neck opening and around collar, 
then work 1 more row at neck opening. 
Chain 3 small loops at right neck edge for 
buttonholes. 7 

PANTS: Right Leg: Starting at waist, 
cast on 86 (90) Work in ribbing of k 1, 
p 1 for then work stockinette st, 
starting short rows at back edge as follows: 
K 10, turn, p 10; k 20, turn, p 20; k 30, 
turn, p 30. Continue to work 10 sts more 
every other row 3 times more, then work 
over all sts, increasing 1 st each side every 
6th row 10 (12) times. 

When work measures 9” (10) from 
start, measured straight at front, inc 1 st at 
end of each of next 2 rows, then cast on 2 
sts at end of next 2 rows, then 3 sts on next 
2 rows for crotch; 118 (126) sts. Dec 1 st 
each side every other row 8 times; 102 
(110) sts. Work even for 1” (1%4"). 

Next row: K 51 (55) sts, slip these sts 
on a holder, then bind off 7 sts (starting at 
center) every other row 6 (7) times. Bind 
off remaining 9 (6) sts. Starting at center, 
bind off other half of leg to correspond. 

Left Leg: Work to correspond to right 
leg, starting short rows after ribbing as 
follows: P 10, turn, k 10; p 20, turn, k 20; 
p 30, turn, k 30. 

Finishing: Sew seams, Turn under 1” 
on legs and sew hems. Draw elastic thread 
through ribbing at waist, if desired. 

Belt: Cast on 12 sts. Row 1: Knit. 

Row 2: K 3, p 6, k 3. Repeat these 2 
rows for 24” (25”), then dec 1 st at beg of 
each row until all sts are worked off. Face 
belt with grosgrain ribbon. Sew straight end 
to belt buckle. 

Loops for Belt: Ch 2”, work 1 de in 
each ch. Make 4, Sew to ribbing to hold 
belt in place. 

BEANIE: With dp needles and main 
color, starting at outer edge, cast on 132 
sts loosely. Divide on 3 needles and join, 
being careful not to twist sts. K 4 rnds. 
Drop strand, join contrasting color and * 
k 1 rnd, then k 2, p 2 for 1 rnd. Repeat 
from * once, break contrasting color. Pick 
up main color and k around for 2”, de- 
creasing 2 sts on last rnd. Next rnd, dec 10 
sts: * K 11, k 2 tog, repeat from * around. 
K 3 rnds even. 

Next rnd: * K 10, k 2 tog, repeat from 
* around. K 3 rnds even. Continue to dec 
10 sts every 4th rnd (having 1 st less be- 
tween decreases) 2 times more, then every 
3rd rnd until 10 sts remain, break yarn. 

Attach contrasting color, k around for 
1”, break yarn and draw through remain- 
ing sts, fasten off.

Row 2: K all 18 sts. Repeat rows 1 and 2 
until there are 32 ridges (64 rows). Bind 
off loosely. 

To Finish: Sew the side seam with an 
overcast stitch. Gather the upper edge, leav- 
ing just enough space to draw the matching 
ribbon through. Slip 1 small jingle bell onto 
the ribbon. Fold the ribbon in half and 
draw the end up through the opening again 
(with the bell at center of ribbon). Tack 
the ribbon to the opening and for trimming, 
make 3 little wool loops at very top. 

When all 3 bells are completed, knot the 
ribbons together (each bell should hang at 
a slightly different level), trim the ends of 
the ribbon, Attach card with message.

Braided rugs exhibited at the Asheville Fair 


by the Southern Highlands Handicraft Guild.

HE casual charm and cheerful warmth 
of the braided rug, originally and 
primarily conceived as a further u: 
for worn-out clothing, and only se: 
ondarily as decoration, is today adding char- 
acter and color to contemporary homes. 
Braided rugs are being used in modern 
functional settings, as well as with fur- 
nishings in character with them. Coupled 
with this revival of their use is a rebirth 
of interest in the art of making them. 
Cotton, wool and silk are all suitable for 
braiding, but should not be combined in a 
single rug because of the difference in the 
wearing qualities. Generally, woolens make 
the best rugs. Cottons do not wear as well, 
soil more quic as old neck- 
ties and stocking: ed for small 
bedroom rugs which receive little wear, or 
for decorative mats under bowls and vases. 
Braided rugs can be made in any size and 
in several shapes other than the traditional 
oval or round. In oval or rectangular rugs 
the most pleasing proportions have proven 
to he 2x 4,3 x 6,4x 7,8 x 10,9 x 12 ft 
To make an oval rug a desired size, sub- 
tract the width from the length to obtain 
the length of the first braid. Example: To 
make a rug 38” x 26", start with center 
braid 12” Jong. 
Also to be decided upon initially is the 
color scheme and approximate amount and 
placement of each color. At the bottom of 
this page are color schemes to follow or use 
as guides in creating your own pattern 
Materials may be collected in the attic 
in the fashion of our grandmothers, 
or bought from remnant counters and mill 
end shops. A woolen rug requires about ¥% 
Ib. of material for each square foot, so that 
a 2x 3 ft. rug will take 4 to 5 Ibs. When 
the desired color is not obtainable in rag 
bag or store, the fabric may be dyed, 
materials, whether dyed or used “as 
should be washed, each color separately, in 
warm water and’ borax or naphtha soap, 


can be 


rinsed until the water is clear, and hung 
in the sun to dry, without wringing. This 
insures a colorfast, washable rug. 

The braiding strips should be cut or torn 
on the lengthwise grain of the material, the 
width to be determined by the weight of the 
material in relation to the thickness of the 
braid. For a large woolen rug the finished 
braid is generally ¥%4” to 1” wide. The cut 
strip, therefore, should be 1'4” to 2” wide. 
Wool strips are usually joined by sewing 
them together, on the bias. Cotton strips are 
often spliced as shown on opposite page. To 
gauge the amount of stripping needed, esti- 
mate the desired length of the finished 
braid and multiply by one and one-half. 

The strips of fine braided rugs are made 
by folding in the raw edges and then fold- 
ing the strip double. Experienced rug mak- 
ers perform this operation as they braid 
(see detail, opp. page), but beginners may 
find it easier to use braiders, available at 
needlework counters, which fold the strip 
automatically as they braid, The common- 
est and simplest type of braid is made with 
three strips, but it is also possible to use 
four or more. Ordinarily, rug braids are 
F together with heavy carpet thread, 
lacing the thread through the loops so that 
it will be invisible, and the rug reversible. 
However, braids may be joined by inter- 
braiding, as described on opposite page. 

Braids may be made in a continuous rope 
and joined, round and round, in a spiral. 
In using this spiral method, the change in 
color combinations is usually made one 
strip at a time, at staggered intervals, to 
achieve a gradual blending. Many experi- 
enced rug makers, however, prefer to butt 
each row to eliminate the jogging out of the 
pattern when a new color is introduced. We 
have illustrated one method of doing this; 
there are several other methods which may 
be learned from books on braided rugs. 

Always assemble braids on a flat surface 
so that your finished rug will lie flat.

plicing is a simplified method of joining 
braiding strips which eliminates having to 
sew strips together, Although it does not 
make as fine and smooth a braid as the 
sewn strips, it is a quick and quite satisfac- 
tory method of joining firm, non-fraying cot- 
tons. Following diagram, cut a h 
lengthwise slit in the end of each strip. 


Pass the slit end of strip being braided 
through the slit of the new strip; then 
pass the other end of the new strip through 


the slit of the strip being braided. Pull 
firm, Fold in raw edges as you braid, 


Starting braid Turning in edges 


g is commonly done with three 
but may be done with four or more. 
Always begin braid by anchoring the ends 
firmly, edges turned in, Small metal braid- 
ing aids are available for turning in edges, 
or edges may be turned in as you braid by 
holding finger in position as shown. Posi- 
tions of right and left hand alternate as 
edges of outside strip are turned in over 
finger, then held in place by thumb, Con- 
tinue in this way, alternately folding the 
side strips over the center strip, In four- 
strip braiding, the outer strip is carried each 


time over the next strip, under the following 
strip, and over the opposite outside strip, 
as shown in diagram above. 


Interbraiding is a method of joining 
braids as they are being braided. This tech- 
nique was sent to us by Mrs, Tilda Stenson 
of Saskatchewan, Canada, It employs a rug 
hook. The outer strip, after passing over and 
under and over the other strips, is hooked 
through the loop of the finished braid ad- 
joining it. In rounding curves, two succeed- 
ips are hooked through the same loop.

Butting. Many rug makers prefer to butt 
the ends of each round of braid rather than 
sew them in a continuous spiral, This elimi- 
nates the jogging out of pattern when 
changing from one color braid to another 
and is usually done when a rug has a strong 
contrast in pattern, such as the one at the 
bottom of the opposite page. There are sey- 
eral methods of butting, one of which is 
shown above. Leave ends of braid unfin- 
ished at either end; sew braid to rug to 
thin about six inches of the point of but- 
ting. The strips of both unfinished ends 
are cut diagonally, tapering to a point, 
then strips are braided almost to the end, 
Fold the points of strips to the back of the 
braid, and tuck underneath the loops as 
neatly and inconspicuously as possible, 
Braid should automatically spread to nor- 
mal width, Be sure to keep square at the 
end so that the joining with the other end 
of the braid will be straight and smooth. 
Sew finished ends of braid together, Always 
butt each braid at a different point, thus 
making the joinings unnoticeable,

(Shown on page 44) 


Size: Slippers, adjustable to sole size. 

Materials: Tuxedo Metalastic, 3 tubes 
for slippers; 2 tubes for belt. Tuxedo cork 
wedge soles, style 450 C (small, medium, 
large). Metal crochet hook No. 3. Four 
buttons 14” diameter. 

Pattern Stitch: 

Row 1: 3 dc, ch 2,3 dc (shell); in 5th 
ch from hook, ch 5; sk 5 ch, shell in next 
st, sk 1 ch, dc in last st, ch 3, turn. 

Row 2: Shell over shell, ch 5, shell over 
shell, dc in last st, ch 3, turn. 

Row 3: Shell over shell, ch 2, s ¢ under 
2 ch-5 of 2 previous rows, ch 2) shell over 
shell, dc in last st. These 3 rows comprise 
pat. Repeat as many times as indicated in 
instructions. 

BELT: Ch 15, repeat pat 2 times in each 
row, Repeat each of the 3 pat rows 27 
times or as many times as required for de- 
sired length. In last row of last pat, work 
4 chs in shells instead of 2 to act as button 
loops. Fasten off Metalastic. 

Attach Metalastic in right corner of nar- 
row straight edge; work 3 s c in corner, 9 
S ¢ across to dpposite corner, 3 s ¢ in cor- 
ner, 3s c in each space across long edge to 
first-point, 1 c in each dc of shell, 65 ¢ 
in ch 4 space (button loop), 1 s ¢ in each 
of next 3 dc, 3s in each of next 2 spaces. 
Work 2nd point same as first. Work 38 ¢ 
in each sp along 2nd long edge; join with 
sl st to corner. Fasten off Metalastic. Sew 
buttons in place. 

SLIPPERS: Toe Pieces: Ch 21, repeat 
pat 3 times in each row. Repeat each of the 
3 pat rows twice (6 rows), Work 4 pieces. 
Sew points of 2 pieces together, then sew 
to sole. 

Heel: Ch 39, repeat pat 6 times in each 
row, repeat each of the 3 pat rows 3 ti 
(9 rows). SI st to 2nd sp on narrow edge; 
start strap, ch 3, 2 dc, ch 2,3 dc in same 
sp, ch 3, turn. 

Row 2: Shell over shell, dc in last dc, 
repeat this row 10 times or desired length 
to fit ankle. In last row, work 4 ch instead 
of 2 ch in shell for button loop. Sew heel 
to sole, being careful that strap buttons on 
the outside. Sew button in place. 


KNITTED HOT PLATE MAT 
(Shown on page 3) 


Size: About 81%" x 11”. 

Materials: Lily Rug Yarn, 2 70-yd. 
skeins, Aluminum knitting needles No. ‘3 
(standard), English size, 10. Steel crochet 
hook No. 00. 

Cast on 42 sts, Always sl 
and k last edge st through back of st. 

Border: Seed Stitch: Row 1: Sl first st, 
k 1, p 1 alternately across, k last st through 
back of st. 

Row 2: Edge st, p 1 (over k st), k 1 
(over p st) alternately across, edge st. 

Rows 3 and 4: Repeat rows 1 and 2. 

Pattern: Row 1: Edge st, k 1, p 1, k 1 
for border, * k 2, p 6, repeat from * 3 
times, finish pattern with k 2, p 1, k 1, 
p 1, edge st for border. 

Row 2: Border in seed st as before, * p 2, 
k 6, repeat from * 3 times, end with p 2, 
border in seed st. 

Row 3: Like row 1. Row 4: Like row 2. 

Row 5: Border, p 4, * k 2, p 6, repeat 
from * twice, end k 2, p 4, border. 

Row 6: Border, k 4, * p 2, k 6, repeat 
from * twice, end p 2, k 4, border.

V Exvonr hooking comes to the fore in the exquisite work 
done by the homemakers of Barre and Montpelier. The 
beauty in execution and shading of these lovely rugs shows that 
much time and great patience went into their making, that 
nothing was too much trouble for these hookers who have per- 
fection in mind. Charlotte K. Stratton, who has taught this 
kind of rug hooking for years in Vermont, now owns the entire 
valuable collection, over 700, of the Edward Sands Frost zine 
rug stencils, and many of the fine desizns shown here were 
stamped from these stencils of historic interest. Most rug hook- 
ers have a fondness for the story of the “Yankee tin peddler” 
who conceived the idea in early times of making zine stencils of 
the rug designs that he watched the women painstakingly put 
together from motifs on china, flowers and scrolls, Then from 
the stencils he stamped patterns to sell to the housewives as 
he traveled. Some of the designs were very primitive or crude, 
as might be expected in those early days when most of the 
housewives hooked with old pieces of material from worn cloth- 
ing, but many were graceful florals, charming in style, still 
in demand today.

illness obliged Mr. Frost to sell his stencils, 
and they disappeared from sight for about 
35 years. Mrs. Stratton finally traced, lo- 
cated and purchased the stencil collection, 
using them in her class work. John Dritz 
and Sons bought the rights to the collection, 
issued some of the rug patterns which are 
now in their line, then sold the collection 
back to Mrs, Stratton who now owns this 
precious American heritage, so truly a part 
of the early work of our New England an- 
cestors, 

“To learn the fine rug hooking of today,” 
says Mrs. Stratton, in her new studio in 
Greenfield, Mass., “one must become aware 
of the art that surrounds us everywhere.” 
A study of well illustrated flowers, scrolls, 
vases, etc., can be of enormous help in learn- 
ing to hook shadows and deepening color, 
to show highlights and rounded effects. In 
hooking, Mrs. Stratton advocates holding 
the burlap very tightly in the frame, and 
cutting the ile very evenly in 3/32” 
width. She says, “I pull my loop up through 
the burlap, being sure it is running flat and 
not twisted, When hook is removed from 
the loop, I pull each loop down very near 
the burlap, then make the next loop very 
close to the last. Never leave space be- 
tween your loops in the Stratton method, 
which stands always for firmness and very 
even, close loops, Bring all ends to the top. 
Do not cut the loops. This method makes a 
smooth and even appearance, and allows 
the hooker to use many graduated shades 
in a small area.” 

As to the question of shaded work in 
hooking, while excellent wool swatches are 
available, there are often places in the rug 
design where an extra color or shade is 
needed, sometimes in mottled effect. To 
obtain these wanted tones hookers dye 
swatches at home, consequently the interest 
in home dyeing is on the increase, and to- 
day’s hookers are finding it fascinating to 
experiment with various dyes and methods. 


THE ART OF WEAVING 
C 


with thirteen pupils in the isolated mountain 
community of Gatlinburg, it now has 500 pu- 
pils who are given this opportunity to learn, 
not only the usual school subjects, but Arts 
and Crafts, Woodworking, Music, ete. 

Miss McMorran’s work covers a large 
field, and an example of this is a hand- 
somely patterned dossal. This beautiful 
church hanging, measuring about 6% x 
9% ft., is done in green silk and metallic 
on a linen warp (a memorial gift to the 
new Methodist church in Gatlinburg). 

The three aprons shown on page 82 are 
in very different style—the green, in peas- 
ant effect, made in Lily Mills Pearl Cotton; 
the mother-and-daughter set, in light and 
daintier effect, in Lily Mills four-strand 
pink cotton; the yellow apron, also in Lily 
Miils-cotten, ins Loon girea a uiatly were 
dressy effect by the introduction of metal 
thread which glints charmingly here and 
there. The knitting bag, shown in white and 
green on page 2, is smart in its stiff effect 
(the white cotton from Carolina Mills, the 
green from Cleveland Mills). The charm- 
ing little pouch bags show a delightful com- 
bination of colors and texture effects.

Turn 
the flap down on body of bag and press bag 
with a damp cloth. Mark position for two 
snap fasteners and sew on one at each side.

WEAVING COTTON SKIRTS 
By Elizabeth D, Mattson 


Materials and Pattern. In the weaving 
of cotton skirts and dresses there are un- 
limited opportunities for combinations of 
color, design and texture, For pattern, a 
miniature overshot design is good. The Mal- 
tese Cross used in the purple skirt illus- 
trated on page 83 has 42 threads in the re- 
peat of the pattern. Larger patterns are less 
flexible. Master your pattern thoroughly, 
ise the treadling as you wish. A blend- 
ed all-over effect, as in the original Maltese 
Cross, is obtained by using not more than 
two throws of the shuttle consecutively on 
one treadle, while bold block and vertical 
striped effects come from building up the 
weaving on the same treadle for an inch or 
more, Tabby is, of course, always used in 
these patterns. 

If a smaller design is desired, giving a 
more complete coverage of the fabric by the 
pattern, use Rose Path or one of the twills. 
If a continuous progression is used in the 
treadling, tabby is not needed, The green 
skirt on page 83 illustrates this method. 
Note how completely the soft blended colors 
of the pattern band cover the green warp. 

For the use and set of threads, Lily Mills 
20/2 mercerized cotton set at 30 to the 
inch makes a fine fabric that is light 
weight, but has a firm “hand”. Linen or 
wool of comparable size is good set at 24 
threads to the inch. If a heavier weight 
material is desired, use 10/2 thread set at 
24 to the inch. For the pattern, use 5/2 
pearl or mercerized floss, or any textured 
material desired. 

Color for Backgrounds. If a solid col- 
or in the background of the skirt is desired, 
the only problem is that of choosing the 
color to be used for both warp and weft. 
However, the handweaver should not miss 
the rewarding experiences of exploring the 
many combinations produced by one color 
of warp and another of weft to give bril- 
lant changeable and iridescent effects to 
the fabric. 

In one of the skirts illustrated the warp 
was skipper blue and the weft henna. Each 
color shows according to the way the light 
falls on it and the general effect is reddish 


purple. For all the lighter or pastel shades 
of ‘ic, you may use a warp of natural 
gives a slightly richer effect to 
the fabric color than a clear whit ‘he 
medium blues and the reds are not pleas- 
ing on white warp, but a violet is very 
lovely and shows a decided silvery glint. 
Black warp may be used with all the medi- 
um and darker colors in the weft, Re- 
member that a white warp will lighten the 
weft color about 50% while the black warp 
gives a corresponding darkening and dull- 
ing of the color. A striking example of the 
effect of a white warp was produced by 
using a burnt orange weft, resulting in a 
fabric of a rosy salmon shade, Steel gray 
with silver gray gives a 
irideseence, hut when crossed 
with shades of other colors is dull and 
lifeless. These same shades used on a blue 
warp have sparkle and interest. A tan 
warp is good crossed with any of the rich 
range of related brown tones, but when used 
with contrasting shades of color gives mud- 
dy effects to the fabric. Experiment on the 
loom to tind color effects, and many inter- 
esting surprises await you 

Pattern—Its Color and Arrange- 
ment. For arrangement of bands of pat- 
tern, you will, as in the choice of hack- 
ground, use your taste and imagination, If 
you use several bands that decrease in 
width, it is a good plan to increase the 
space of plain weave between bands by 
about 50% each space. Nice effects are 
given when weaving several bands of the 
same width, if you center the intervening 
spaces by a single pattern line of color, 
This is especially good when using a bouclé 
or metallic thread. Another interesting 
method is to weave one wide band with 
many colors used in varying proportions. 
After choosing the colors you wish, make 
many trial arrangements of the spools of 
color: or with colored crayons, make trial 
drawings to get the effect of varying pro- 
portions of the colors. 

The colors in the pattern band of the 
green skirt were suggested by the soft tones 
‘of the oak woods in the spring, Use every 
type of source for color suggestions, wheth- 
er in the paintings of the old masters, in 
modern commercial art, or in common

Weaving Suggestions. It is of first im- 
portance to have your warp on the beam 
with as nearly perfect tension as possible, 
since one loose thread tends to pair with 
the one next to it, Have your thread on the 
bobbin running freely, throw the shuttle 
through the shed smoothly and do not draw 
the thread tightly. If the bobbin thread 
should catch, and thus draw in the selvage, 
take it out, as it is difficult to bring the 
weaving out to its proper width once it is 
drawn in, Beat once only, on either a closed 
or open shed, depending on the behavior of 
the edge warp threads, If these are inclined 
to fray and break, as a soft 2-ply thread 
sometimes does, a closed-shed beat puts 
less strain on it, With soft warp material 
set at 36 inches, it is difficult to weave the 
full width, but with care you should have 
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no more than Y% inch draw-in on a side. 
Practice giving the correct force to the 
beater so that you will throw the shuttle 
28 times per inch when your warp is set at 
30. This will give a squared material when 
it comes off the loom. When the weaving 
edge is at the front of the loom, the stroke 
of the beater should be slightly stronger 
than when the weaving has progressed to 
the middle of the loom, where the beater 
gives a stroke perpendicular to the warp. 
When the warp has been rolled forward, it 
is sometimes necessary to adjust the tension 
and reweave several rows, in order to pre- 
vent shadowing of the material. In work- 
ing out the pattern banding, keep accurate 
records of every color change, the treadling 
and the inches of the sections down to an 
eighth of an inch, then weave the second 
panel or length of skirt to coincide, and 
you will have no difficulty in matching the 
panels of your skirt when you make it up. 

Relax at your weaving, Do not work for 
speed or be time-conscious, as this wil] de- 
velop a feeling of tension, so that errors 
or uneven weaving will result. Work rather 
for perfection and take plenty of time, 
both when you are designing the pattern 
and when you are doing the plain weaving. 
As your natural speed increases, you will 
develop rhythm and your work will be 
smoother. 


TURKISH TOWEL MITTS

Materials: 1 Cannon hand towel, size 
15” x 28”. Bias binding to match. 1 skein 
each black, red and green six-strand cotton.

Stockinette Stitech—is to knit 
one row, purl one row. This 
makes the work different on both 
sides. The photographs at right 
show the right side of stockinette, 
which gives a vertical line effec

Stockinette is a basic stitch for 
most sweaters, dresses, socks, etc.
